DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are allowed. 

2. Tlie following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited patents used separately or together teach the design of a folder index pocket 
structure comprising a main body, being a thin transparent plate; an index pocket 
formed by a front cover sheet and a back cover sheet at one side of the main body, the 
index pocket having a folded edge for inserting an index card; and a through hole 
disposed at the back cover sheet of the index pocket.
